This Office action is responsive to the Response/Amendment of February 9, 
2007. Claims 1-16, 18, 19 and 22-26 are currently pending and under examination. 

Applicants' arguments, see page 7, filed February 9, 2007, with respect to WO 
'628 (Vandeurzen) have been fully considered and are persuasive in view of the 
amendments made to claims 1 , 25 and 26. The prior art rejection of claims 1-16, 18, 19 
and 22-26 has been withdrawn.
